ORDER AUTHORIZING FILE 
DISCLOSURE OF 
SJIS JUVENILE DATABASE FOR 
RESEARCH PURPOSES 

WHEREAS, juvenile justice data base records maintainexl by the State Court 

Administrator% Office contain sensitive, confidential information; and 

WHEREAS, the Wilder Foundation desires to obtain a copy of certain juvenile justice 

data base records (“the Records”) to study outcomes of juveniles in out-of-home placements for 

the State of Minnesota Department of Corrections, and Wilder Foundation has agreed in writing 

not to disclose to any third party any information in the Records from which the identity of any 

individual or other characteristic that could uniquely identify any individual is ascertainable; 

NOW THEREFORE, pursuant to Rule 2 of the Rules of Public Access to Records of the 

Judicial Branch, and by virtue of and under the inherent power and statutory authority of the 

Minnesota Supreme Court to regulate public access to records maintained by the judicial branch, 

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that a copy of the Records be made available to the Wilder 

Foundation subject to the conditions set forth in the July 11, 1996, Nondisclosure Agreement 

between the Wilder Foundation and the State Court Administra.toi% Office.
